IT is ſufficiently known ro moſt perſon a- 
bout this Citty, what great miſchief aud 
diſorders happened by the ſnſurrection of 
the Weavers in Augoſt laſt, not only to the * 
breaking of the publick Peace, but to the * 
great damage of ſeveral perſons whoſe: Looms 
and Inſtruments of Trade they forcibly took a- F* 
way from them and burned. | <= 
Great care was then taken by the worthy She - 
riffs and other Magiſtrates of rhe City, by all 
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fa'r means at firſt, 1 Ste, to ſuppreſs them, 
and to petſwade them to be quiet; and that if 
they were gtieved as they preteuded they were, 
they ſhould take what femedy the Law would 
allow them, and not perſiſt to diſturb the Peace 
- of the City: but when ſuch (ſofter allays could 
not aſſawage the Calenture of their raging fury, 
but they perſiſted day after day ia contiaual 
Tumults to proſecute their Riotous delignes, ' 
fame of the principal of*them were taken and 
committed toſeveral Priſons, in order to be pro- 
eceded againſt by Law, for an Example and war- 
ning to others that ſhould offend in the like na- 
ture. 

And to this end a Court was held by ſpecial 
Commiſſion of 0yer and Terminer at Juſtice Hall 
in the 0/d-bayly upon T hurſday the ſixteenth of 
$:ptombeNibant, for the Tryal of the ſaid Ma- 
letactors; where were * preſeat ſeveral Juſtices 
and other Magiſtrates. 

After the Commiſſion read, the Priſoners were 
Arraigned, and then the Jury were called, which 
conſiſted of Eſquires and Gentlemen of good 
Quality; and as they were called over, the 
Priſoners being Eleven in number, ſtanding az 
the Bar, had liberty given them to make their 
Challeoges; after which the Jury being ſworn, 
the other ten were withdrawn, and the eleventh 
coatinuing at the. Bar, they proceeded firſt a- 
gaiaſt him, and the Ind ictment read, which was 
to this Effect: That he with ſeveral other perſons 
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to 4 great number, did Rjotoufly aſſemble jogetber 
wporu the'nine and tenth of Augiilt, and did break 
open the bauſ es of ove 7. A. and C. and took a+ 
wy and burned their Goods,to the gre it difturbance 
of the Peace, & c after which the Kings Council 
opened the Charge, and the Witgeſſes were [worn, 
which were the afoteſaid C. and Af. with ſeveral 
other perſons, who by their Evidence did ſatisfis 
the Court the priſoner was one of the Nabble, 
who were abaut an hundred in number; aid that 
he with the reſt, were out on Munday and Tue. 
day the niath and tenth of Augeſft, and that he 
was one of them that laid hind on their Goods, 
and was aiding and aſliſting to the burning of 
them. This Evidence wis proved againſt him. 
Not withſtanding he began a plauſible ſtory for 
himſelf, as that he kept in all day oa Munday, 
and that on Tueſday he was with the Conſtable 
on-the W ateh till four in the afternoon, and then 
in his way homewards lighting oa the place where 
the ſaid Rioters were afſembled neer the houfe 
of the ſaid c. and an out Cry beiag made as if 
ſome Murder were done ja the houſe, the (aid 
c. deſired that he and two other men would come 
into his houſe to be witne tes what the matter 
was, where they found all Mug peaceable and 
uiet 4 and that then he andthe ſaid e. went to 
triok together; and that by his own confeffion
